The Destruction of a Chinese Trans- 
port by the Japanese Severely 
Denounced. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



More ITiglitinff Reported— Chiueae Alive 
to tbe Beqnirements of tbe 
Situation. 

SuA.soHAi, July 30, — It is now learned 
that before blowing up the transport K tw 
Shutig the Japanese officers visited her and 
ordered her oliloera to proceed to Japan. 
Two torpodoea were fired into the Kow 
Shung, killing a large number. The Japan- 
so are soarohing all vessels arriving at 
Korean ports for contraband articles. Sev. 
eral Chinese transports which failed to 
reach tho Yaloo river havo returned to 
Chofoo, A Chincso officer asserts that 
when tho Kow Shung was sunk the Japan- 
ese tired upon tho men struggling in the 
water. 

The Japanese say tho transport Kow 
Shung was sunk while trying to osoape. The 
Chineoe say that tho Kow Shung, though 
offering no resistance, was blown up. They 
also say that the Chinese warship Chenuen 
ran away, and assert that the officers of the 
vessels merely followed instructions. Chinese 
warships are protecting the transports, and 
have succeeded in getting them all safely to 
their destination except the Kow Shung. 
The Chinese fleet has been ordered to re- 
main on the coast pending tho development 
of Chinese movements. 

San FiiANCisco, July 30. — The steamer 
Caelic arrived from Hongkong and Yoko- 
hama shortly before midnight last night, bat 
brought no later advices than the Empress 
of Japan, whioh arrived at Victoria lact 
Friday, 

London, July 30. — The Globe character- 
izes the sinking of tbe Kow Shung as " a 
piece of barbaric bntobery," The paper de- 
clares a prize crew shoald have been placed 
on the Shung and the Vessel' conveyed to 
some Japanese port. 

An official of the Chinese embassy in Lon- 
don, interviewed this evening regarding tho 
Korean ombroglio, said that the report of a 
declaration of war between China and Japan 
would probably soon be confirmed, but the 
fighting was not likely to be of long dura- 
tion. Ab a matter of fact, neither China nor 
Japan could do as she iikrid respecting 
Korea, being obliged to attend to the wishes 
of tho other powers, who were certain lo in- 
terfere and put a stop to tho conflict. lie 
ridiculed the stories in tho nowapapora 
bout Chinese troops being armed with ob- 
aoleto weapons. Kver since tho Chineao 
army was reorganized by General Gordon it 
had been on a modern footing, and it would 
eurpriao its amateur critics. Ho admitted 
that Japan had niado greater naval progrcau 
than China, but added that China waa fully 
alivo to thu im.portanco of naval power, 
and had placed largo naval contracta within 
the last few daya. 

Robert Grant. Wcbater, M P., aaid in an 
interview this evening that he had been told 
by an eminet British naval oliicial who had 
supervised the training of tho Uhineee and 
Japanese marines, that tho seamanship of 
thu Chinese is far bohiud that of tho -lapan- 
eae, and that tho naval success of the Japan- 
ese in tho event of war is beyond ciueation, 

A Shanghai dispatch states that it is re- 
ported that several Chinese steamers du- 
stroyed the Japanese warships blockading 
Taku. 

WashiNOTON, tluly 30 —Retiring Japan- 
ese Minister Tateno paid a farewell visit to 
thn President to-day. He will leave to- 
morrow for San Francisco. 
"Sacramknto. July 30. — ^The Japanese 
citizens of this locality, forming a very large 
body of men, held a mass meeting in Urang- 
orb' hall on Saturday night, and resolved to 
raise a largo sum of money and send it 
home to their country to help eontinne the 
war against China. A committee was ap- 
pointed to start out collecting money im- 
mediately.]

Ottawa, July ,30.— With reference to to- 
day's dispatch from Melbourne dealing with 
the subject of the seizure of Necker island 
by the Hawaiian repnblid, Mr. Sandford 
Fleming was asked for information to-night, 
but emphatically declined to be interviewed. 
The Hawaiian government had no idea of 
the fact that Necker island was unoccupied 
territory until Hon. Robert Raid, a member 
of the Victorian government, who visited 
Canada last May, informed President 
Dole that it wonid be to the interest, of Ha- 
waii to aid tbe proposed cable scheme to the 
fullest extent, otbarwise they might Ixi giv- 
en the go-by, as it was in contemplation to 
land the cable on an island a few hundred 
miles to the north of Hawaii, Within 
twenty. four hcurs, as already announced, a 
steamer was despatched by the government 
from Honolulu, and as tbe re- 
sult the flag of that republic ia 
t^-day floating over Necker island. 
Tho island is of but little importance, 
as Fanning island in IJritiah territory will 
make a much bettor landing plice.

Robert 
Barber was' a general favorite with all who 
knew him, and one of the best fishermen on 
tho river. He leaves a wife and one child 
In Victoria, and an aged mother, who came 
out from Scotland to share his home, A 
subscription has been started in aid of tho 
widow, and no doubt many fishermen on tho 
river will contribute to it, and Ijy so doing 
make the bereaved ones comfortable for tho 
coming winter. The body has not been re- 
covered.

Meet to Deal With the Auuual Report 
of the Underground Com- 
mittee. 

Postponement of tlie Meeting: to 
Consider the Nortbfield 
Sltnation. 



S^ANAiMO, July 30.—(Speoial]— On Satur- 
day evening the annual general meeting of 

the underground employes of the New Van- 
couver Coal Company waa hold in tho city 
hall for the purpose of hearing the medical 
relief committee's report and to elect tho 
executive committee for the ensuing year. 
Neil MoCnisb presided. Secretary Qow- 
land read the committee's report for the 
year ending May 31, 1894, which waa to 
the following effect : That the list of acci- 
dents WM smaller than last year, the total 
being S3, distributed as follows — No. 1 
shaft, 24 ; Protection, 6 ; No. -3 shaft, 12 ; 
No. 5 shaft, 10 ; outsiders, 2, The commit- 
mittoe comment favorably upon tho vigi- 
lance and care which oharaoterisu the 
management of the mine to which is largely 
duo their comparative immunity from serious 
accidents, Tho committee reported the 
resignation of Dr. E. H. Proegsr end tho 
temporary appointment of Dr. R. E. Mc- 
Kechnie, with a reoonimendation that the 
appointment be made permanent. 

The financial report showed that tho total 
receipts amounted to $10,003 75 excluaivo 
of the bilanco from last year of §404.15. Of 
this amount S,'i,40l) waa tranaferred to 
Nortbfield, and $-l.'i5 to the Artizino club, 
leaving a sum of $12,162 75, which was dis- 
bursed as follows :

Leading a balance on hand of $5C8.10, 
The report was accepted. On the motion 
of T. Roy, seconded by J. Stewart, tho ap- 
pointment of R. K. McKoohnie was made 
permanent. Tho diacueaion orieiog out of 
this motion was not lengthy. There was a 
practically unanimous conaiiuaua of opinion 
in favor of Dr. Mcivechnio, in fact no other 
doctor's name waa mentioned, all tho 
speakers' exprcBsiiig the greatest confidence 
in Dr. lIi;Kechiiie's abilitiea. 

Tho ne.xt buaineaa waa tho election of tho 
new executive committee, which resulted as 
follows : H. Devlin, (No. 1 shaft); H. 
Canott, (No. 5 shaft, and D. Stewart (Pro- 
tection). 

On motion it was decided to pay tho 
sum of $500 to an Italian ibiner, Censi An- 
tonio, who mot with an aooident two years 
ago, which has permanently incapacitated 
bim from following his occupation as a 
miner. It was also decided that tho com- 
mittee should draw a scale regulating the 
payment of benefits to injured minors, and 
report at a meeting to be held one month 
hence. Some discussion ensued as to the 
advisability of forming a sick benefit fund, 
but no action was taken. , 

Votes of tlu'nka to the retiring committee, 
the aeoretary and chairman brought the 
meeting to a close. 

The mass meeting of the Miners' and Mine 
Laborers' Protective Association has been 
postponed until Wednesday morning so aa 
not to delay the loading of the ateamahip 
Crown of England. The object of the meet- 
ing is to consider the course to pursue with 
regard to the Northfield mines and tho elec- 
tion of district ofiioors. Tho former question 
will prove a diflicult one, and it is hardly 
probable that any definite decision will be 
come to. Tho condition of affairs with re- 
gard to tho Northfield minors has already 
been fully explained in tho Colonist. Until 
an improvement in tho coal trade justifies 
the company in increasing its output, tho 
men thrown out of employment by tho 
closing down of tho Northfield mine cin 
hardly look for work in that tjuarter. T(io 
town minora have shared their work with 
them during the whole of tho prenent month, 
but this coureo cannot reasonably be con- 
tinued longer. Tho (luestion is a sorioua 
one, and deapito tho present apparent difii- 
cully in its solution there can be no doubt 
but that the men, as on past ijccasiona, will 
deal with it in an intelligent and far-signted 
manner.

His Lordship in ao- 
cepting the reports spolco in high terms of 
the aobool, and complimented tho oxaminera 
upon the thoroujjhneaB of their worl:, agree- 
ing with them that tho merit of an exami- 
ner is not merely to give uuqualitied praiso 
bat to point out what is wohU, and what is 
capable of improvement. He then referred 
to the removal of the euhoul lo now premises 
on tho Etquimalt rodd, ucd aaid that he 
thought under tho oiiouuistauces it was ad- 
vi8ul)'.e, Ths sohool rt quired premises that 
weuld accommodate boarders as well as day 
boys, and the new plaoe seemed a very suit- 
able one. Uf course the distance might ha 
a drawback, bnt he feltsnre that the friends 
of tbe school who reooKoizad the good work 
done by the aobool Would feel that it was an 
oooaaion for- abowing' tnoreased sup- 
port. Crttiolam and fault-findirg were 
only loo easy, and the true mark 
of a friend waa hla willingneaa to help. 
Having then said a few worda to the boy a, 
pointiog out that the ideal of ednoation was 
the prodaoClon of a Christian gentleman, he 
«^>iitribnted the prizes. ' Alter votca of 
Launks to tbe Biahop and the examinera the 
prooeedinga ended. 

HEAD master's REl'ORT. 
Mr Lord:— I beg to present to you tho 
fourth half-yearly report of the Collegiate 
aobool. 

There baa been a slight increase in num- 
bers sinoe last December and the number 
reached this term is higher then at any 
period during the last two years. We aent 
one boy up for the matrioulation examina- 
tion at McGiU university, and at present tho 
result is unlinown. Owing to many ohaogea 
taking place in the subject matters of the ex- 1 
amination.with which we were not acquaint- 
ed until tbe examination papers aotuully ar- 
rived, we are not over sanguine 'aa to the 
result. I am very glad that the achool poa- 
Bcsaea a pupil who is, I can confidently aa- 
sert, quiilided to niatrioulato at Unuada's 
diEl.inijuished uuivoiuity. 

Tho tchool exaniiuationa have beon mainly 
in the hands of tho Hov. Cauon Beanlands 
»nd the Rev. J. B. Huslani, whoeo reporta 
you will hear. Thu school deairca to ex- 
preas its gratpful thanka to both for their 
kindneea and trouble. 

Kiaminatiuna are not very reliable teata 
of knowledgo, A three hours' paper is a 
severe proof of a year's work in any ouo aub- 
jeot. In some cases we have done well, but 
in others the results are disappointing, In 
Divinity we have advanced 2 per cent, sinoo 
last year. In French last year three boys 
got leas than 40 per cent, and this year only 
one. In History only two boys failed to got 
40 per cent., compared with four last year ; 
and in Engliah Grammar and Milton one, 
compared with six. Two boys are learning 
Greek, but as one was unablo through ill- 
ness to be present at tbe examination, wo 
cannot say which was the better. In Draw- 
ing (freehand) Johnson in the examination 
did beat, and Foster second, with only six 
marks difference. The work of '2ad and 1st 
form is reported upon by Mr. Haslam ; the 
Classics and Mathematics of the 5th and 4ih 
by Canon Beanlands, 

I am glad to report that as a whole the 
boys have ahown inoreaaed ateadinesa in 
their work, and the oonddot baa been aatis- 
factory. Four boyt were prepared by my- 
self for confirmation, and I hope that we 
shall be able to preaent aome to you an- 
nually. 

We have at last, after carefnl coniider- 
ation, determined to move the sohool into 
premises of its own. Many ciraumstancai 
have helped to decide where the future home 
should be. After loiig aearch it seemed im- 
possible to find a suitable place anywhere 
between here and Oak Bay, in which direc- 
tion we proposed to move. A suitable 
place has been cfTered us on the E?quimalt 
road and this has been defiaitely acueoted. 
The concluding argument in the decision 
was my appointment to tho rectory 
of St. PduTB, Eaquimalt. It may 
Been) to aome of our friends that 
tho charge of a pariah ia likely 
to interfere with the intereata of the echoHl. 
All I can say ia that for four nionlhu I huvo 
been in practical charge of tho pariali as 
locum tenena, and the school haa not in any 
WAy eutTu'red, and iheparish iaijuito capabloof 
boiog worked in conjunction with the achool. 
In our new premista wo shall build a school- 
room n: i< mtke the buildines accommodate 
l...-h I' y bi)v« unil boardera. There will bo 
BpaiMi ; uli.cicat f jr ijames, which will bn a 
great advantage. Aa regards day boys 
ciming from a dialatce, tho directors of the 
tramway promise us the same rates as are 
aff^rdoded to o her schools It seems t e.es' 
sary to mention thin aa I have been rernon 
strated with for proposing to make the 
school only a boarding-house — a proposal 
which, by the way, never came into my 
mind. 

We held our first annual sports thin year, 
and I think very auucessfuUy. Thanka are 
due to a great many who kindly gave pri/.ae, 
and to all who encouraged ua- by their 
presence. 

We must thank Dr. H[aniDgton for kindly 
superintending the MoOill matriculation 
pxaminaiirin, and the Bishop and Mr. U. 
Ward Inr Hchool prizas. Of tho latter wo 
can only say that he ia always seeking np- 
portuniliea to give aomething to the achool,

My Lohu :— I havn much picnauro in sub 
milling for your approval tny ropoi t on the 
examination of tho junior forma, which I 
undertook at tho request of tho head niastor, 
I may say, in passing, that if I erred in 
setting the papers it certainly waa not upon 
the side of leniency, Tho work of tho term 
being pointed out I made tho papers as 
exhaustive as possible, bearing in mind the 
ages of tho hoys, and tho further fact that 
an examination is merely a means to an end, 
and that we want as few of them aa wo can 
practically do with. One thing noticeable 
throughout tho examination was the total 
absence of the prevailing defect of our pres- 
ent day system of education — cramming. So 
long as human nature remains what It is, 
and men and women as well aa boys and 
girls refuse to make the most of their 
intellectual faculties, save under some 
such stimulus as an examination, 
then perforce examinations mnst remain 
with us as a cancession to human weakness. 
In the appended lists your Lordship will ob- 
serve that in the departments of Latin and 
French nearly half of those examined ob- 
tained over 60 per cent., while one boy on 
the whole examination obtained 266 marka 
out of a poasible 600, a nibat o'reditable per- 
formance. Particularly noticeable ia the 
profloienoy displayed in Divinity, the loweat 
marks sbowinR 50. per eent^, while one boy 
obtained 70 and another 76. 

Situated aa we are here, whore unfortu- 
natoly secular ia divorced from roligioua edu- 
cation, it ia a matter of the greatest impor- 
tance to have at least one sohool where 
religious teaching is in force, and where the 
principles inculcated are these which fit the 
youth of our country to do their duty in that 
station of life to whioh it shall please God 
to call them.

SEALEHS AT OUNALASKA. 



A Fleet of Seven to Start Thenee for 
fiehrinsr Sea Early To-Morrow 
Moruitier. 



The "Triunii)h'8" Very Laoky Escape 
—New Aids lo Navigfa- 
tion- 



The steamer Willamette, whioh returned 
from Ounalaska yesterday, brought down as 
a paaaenger. Dr. Emmona, the retiring col- 
lector of the Northern port mentioned, who 

leaves for Seattle by the Rosalie to-day. 
He reporta that a fleet of seven Canadian 
scaling schooners was gathered when he 
left, among these being the Triumph, Sap- 
phire, Beatrice, Ainoka, Walter L. Rich, 
and Wanderer. Ibe latter's seizur^ was 
sabstantially as already related in Alaskan 
advices, and she is now held awaiting ' the 
arrival of U.M,S, Pheasant, into whose 
cnstody she will be delivered. All the 
others are prepared for tbe short 
season's operations in Behring sea, 
for which they were iutcnding to start at 1 
o'clock tomorrow morning, tne season opeu- 
ioi! with the Ist of August; their attentions 
will first of all be directed to tho westward 
of St, Paul's island, where very large herds 
are reported to bo disporting themselvoii, 
Tho whaler California, just arrived at Oun- 
alaska, saw very many seals in this neighbor- 
hood, all apparently heading for the Rufsian 
coast ; tho Pribylolf islauda are reported to 
be practically deserted. The California 
seems to be topliner of the whaling fleet, 
having five eperm and one bone whale. 
Among tho items of sealing news from the 
North is that of the Triumph's narrow 
escape, full particulars of which are con- 
tained Ui tbe appended letter from the 
master to the owners : 

"Ol-.vai.aska, Ju'y '20, 1S94. 
"Deau Slii : — Aa the ateamer Willamette 
eaila to-morrow, I thought best to drop ycu 
a few lines, aa I waa obliged to get an anchor 
from him, I nearly lost the aobooner and all 
hands coming here. I waa running for 
Akutan pass, wind blowing heavy; there 
was a heavy sea on, and it was quite foggy. 
When I was olose in the wind died out and 
the sea hove tbe aobooner oloae In to the 
rocks. I got four anchors out and held her. 
Theaeawaa breakUig as taigb as the jib- 
boom. I started the second mate and three 
ludians to Ounalaskafor assistance from the 
men-of-war. About four hours after 
they loft it got so bad that 
tho Bchooner parted a'l four anchors, 
and there wo stood waiting for 
her to strike. Tho Indiana had their 
thinga in thu canota wanting to luavo, but 
I would not lot thorn, aa a cknoo or boat 
could not have lived five minutea in tho 
aurf. Fortunately, owinij to currents and a 
high brofz), I managed lo got out about a 
hundred yarde, and then it waa blowing a 
gale of wind. It waa tho wiirat night, I 
have over apent on salt water, but I oaino 
through it all right with only the loaa of my 
anchors. Thoro were three American mon- 
of-war out throo dayn looking f.jr mo, but it 
waa BO foggy thoy c:nild not lind me, but I 
got hero all right, and made faat alongflido 
tho Sapphire, and I got an anchor from 
tho ateunier VVillnniotto to bo rcplaood. 
Tho men-of-war and custom house people 
hero aro very fine men, and they give ua 
fairly to undoratand that if wo break any 
of tho laws down in the act they wlil eolzo 
us on sight

POLITICAL FOSSILS. 

The London Times entertains a greater 
respect for the Intercolonial Conference 
and Beta a higher value upon its work than 
du many of our Canadian contemporaries 
whose inflaenoe is exceedingly limited and 
whose fame does not extend beyond the 
boundaries of the prnvince in which they 
are publiahed. It ia amusing to see some 
of thobc obscure journals pronounce conB- 
deatly on f]ueationa whioh the greatest of 
the British newspapers diacuases with 
modesty and moderation. The very 
first sentence of the Times' article is 
a severe oondenination of those lilliputian 
sheets which try to ridicule the Conference 
and to belittle the importance of the sub- 
jects which were before it. It says: " That 
a great work has been done by the Inter- 
colonial Conference which has jast finished 
its sittings at Ottawa no man can very well 
deny without writing himself down a politi- 
citl fossil." The Times will bo surprised to 
find how many " politic 1 fossils " there are 
in this new country which it might be sup- 
posed has not had time to produoe a curi- 
osity of that kind." 

The Times gives its reasons for re- 
gvrding the work of the conference 
as important. " It is," it says, 
" the summing and expros.'^ion of an evolu- 
tioa of opiaioc which hus boon going on for 
the last quarter of a century, and has nor? 
reaobed a stage at which it mast be recoi;- 
nized as a powerful factor in determining 
the policy of the Empire. It has affirmed 
the unity of the Empire, not as a mere ab< 
struct uentinient depending upon vaguely 
conceived liea of blood, but ua the bnaia of 
a practical assertion of an economic principle 
and a political right." This is Important 
testimony, both as to the growth of the Im- 
perial idea and as to the importance 
which the colonies have attained 
in the estimation of tho thinking 
men ot tho Mother Country. Those colonies 
are uo longer looked upon as burdensome and 
omburraasing dopcndenoies which lb would 
be good policy to get rid of at the earliest 
moment possible, but as integral parts of tho 
Empire on whioh both Its strength and its 
pormanonce in a great measure depend, 

Tho Times does not nioiiauro tho impor- 
tance of the work of the Conference by the 
aamo standard as some ot its colonial critics. 
It takes a wider view of its influence than 
they do and aeea farther into the future. 
The following sentence will no doubt sound 
like foolishnoes to the shallow orittus 
who cannot see any good in a 
movement if it does nob pro- 
duce immediate and striking results. 
They do nob seem to believe that ideas, like 
other forces in nature, often work so quietly 
and so imperceptibly that the results they 
produce are a mystery and a surprlao to the 
unthinking and the unobsorvant. " Had 
the conforonco," tho Times remarks, " done 
nothing more than atronglhon tho fecliog of 
unity among tho colonies themselves and 
popularize the idea of consultation for com- 
mon ends its labors would not have been in 
vain." 

The TimoB, while It does not give its 
approval to the theory of proforeutial trade 
botwoon Great liritain and her colonies, sees 
the importance of the Kinpiro oontalaing 
within iUeli everything neoeiiary for its own 



support. If the colonies could produoe all the 
food that Great Britain;- seeds and could 
supply her with the raw materials of manu- 
facture, the Empire would be solf-auffiolng, 
and the difficulty of establishlag perfect free 
trade between its members as against tho rest 
of tho world would be in a great measure 
removed. This is what the Times says on 
that subject : ^ 

So long as these (the . industrial activities 
of Qreat Britain) depend mainly upon ex- 
change with the outside world, tho very 
greatest caution must be observed, not only 
in onr own interests, but In the interests of 
the Empire, lest in making municipal ar- 
rangements, however clearly within uur 
competence, W6 reduce tho volume of our 
exports. It ia less didioult to look forward 
to tho time when tho rest of tho Empire 
may be capable of supplying praotioally tho 
whole of tho food and raw niatcriala we re- 
quire. ICven that time is probably a long 
way olT, yet the great uilvancoa made in the 
lust, decade or two may enable ua to look 
forward to it without incurring the reproach 
of being utterly unroaaonablo. If the 
colonies were in tho poeition of being able 
to supply food and tho Htaplo raw miitorialB 
of our induatriea, ono groat dillioully in tho 
iviiy of audi Cuatnina arrancenieuta aa tbey 
ciiuituMiplalo would bo conaidorably dimin- 
ished. Vet ita total diauppoaranco can 
hardly be conceived except in auch couditiona 
of oheap production by tho colonies that 
they would naturally monopolize the Home 
market without any special favor. 

Tho Times looks forward to tho day when 
Great Britain will bo a compaot Empire. 
If aho roniains niistreaa of tho seaa, tlio ocean 
doea not divide her from her colonics. It 
really brings them nearer to her. " In our 
naval supremacy," the Tiroes says, " must 
be sought the real bond of Empire and the 
permanent security for the welfare of the 
Empire alike at home and beyond the sea." 



THE ONB-MAN POWER. 

The railway strike has become a thing of 
tho past. It created u groat disturbance 
and it caused much sufl'ering and loss, but it 
has effeoted no good object, it has not ad- 
vanced the cause of labor in the least. It 
has caused men to wonder that workingmen 
can ba persuaded to put into the hands of 
any one man such power as was exercised by 
President Debs. His authority was to all 
appearance absolute. There was no 
check to ib that could be soon. 
He ordered the men belonging to 
the American Railway Union to strike, and 
immediateiy thousands of men loft the work 
by whioh they earned bread for themselves 
and their families. Nothing was heard of 
any previous consultation or deliberation. 
President Debs does not seem bound to ask 
the advice of any representative body of 
workmen. He has no Cabinet to consult 
and there is no Congress of workingmen to 
check him when he abuses his authority. 
The railway men whom he ordered to strike 
had no grievance of their own. They did 
not complain of the wages that were paid 
them or the treatment tbey were receiving. 
The men of another establishment and of 
another trade had a dispute with- 
their umployer. They could not agree, and 
In order to force the carriage builder to 
come to an agreement with his hands the 
railway men of the orgauizktion of which 
Debs was President were ordered to go out 
on strike, and they obeyed. 

Most of these railway men are enthusi- 
astic Republicans. They believe In govorn- 
mnnt by the people for the people. They 
Value their freedom highly, and they would 
not permit any constitutional ruler to use 
his authority arbitrarily, and to compel 
them to make sacrifices and to endure suf- 
fering without the authority of law. 
Yet these same men, in a mat- 
ter on which they apparently 
had not been consultsd, obeyed an 
order wbich no constitutional ruler would 
think of Issuing. We cannot help thinking 
that if the men had been consnlted, if their 
representatives had met in conference and 
considered the subject of tho Pullman 
strike seriously. President Deba would not 
have been authorizad to order a strike. 

No act of the Governor of a State could 
have been of more importance or followed 
by more serious and far-reaching oonse* 
({uences than that of President Debs la 
ordering tho strike. Yet it is considered 
absolutely necessary to limit tho power 
of tno Governor in a hundred ways. 
Uo cannot, except in Ciieea of ex- 
treme urgency, issue important orders 
on his own authority. Tho people 
aro wiaoly jealous of the one-man power. 
Does not the result of the late strike show 
that workingmen ought in their own inter- 
eats to bo equally jealous '.• Should not they 
havo their deliberative bodioa wlio, in aiiah 
crises, might direct their executive clliccrs'.' 
Is it safe to give any man such power as 
Debs exercised and as Sovereign tried to 
exercise 7 What these men did was, as far 
as they could, to array the workingman 
against society. The strike had been but a 
very short time in operation when society in 
tho United States became alarmed for 
Its own safety. Tho great bulk of 
the people almost instinotlvoly looked 
to the Federal Government for relief, and 
when President Cleveland issued his procla- 
mation that order must be maintained, tho 
rejoicing was general. The men who placed 
Labor in this false position were most un- 
wise. Tbey perhaps did not Intend to do 
it. But this only proves their incapacity. 
Tbey were nob able to foresee the results of 
their own acts. They set forces in opera 
tion, tho strength of which they worn 
unable to measure and which they found 
they were utterly unfit to control. 

" Let tho workingmen," ways Harper's 
Weekly, " well understand tbo lesson of tho 
recent strike. Tlioy havo no moro dangerous 
enemies than such ambit iuuo, beartlona and 
unscrupulous domug.iguea u,i Diiba and oiich 
fttuatio blothorBkitea aa Sovereign who seek 
to porauado them tliat they can aocoinplisb 
anything if they only unite in a general 
organi/'.ition and act together. Thoy have 
now acted together as much as ever they 
will, and this senseless delusion has lost 
them millions in wages, loat ntoro millions 
in opportunities destroyed and somuthing 
perhaps still more valuable in tho weakoDud 
esteem and confidence of the oommuDlty. 



Let them organize according to common in- 
terest, and under leaders who are wise 
enough to understand that organized 
labor will, under any oireumatanor, 
constitute only a comparatively small 
fraction of tho American people ; 
that the American people through- 
out instinctively sympathise with labor so 
long as labor is just in ita de- 
mands and law-abiding in its con- 
duct ; but that Uncle Sim ia an cx- 
tromely uncomfortable person to trlQa with 
when tho supremacy of the laws and of con- 
stituted authorities is to be uphold agalnet 
revolutionary attempts." 

This is good advice and wholesome warn- 
ing and will no doubt bo listened to with 
reopect. Tho best way, it seonis to ua, to 
prevent unwise and hasty action on the 
part of organized labor and to keep it in 
accord with sound public opinion, is not 
only to chooso good loaders but to devise 
some efTeotual check against tho 
arbitrary ubo of power by tboao leaders. 
Recent events havo shown that tho " one- 
man power " is as dangerous to organized 
labor as it is to nations. 



SOME ADVANTAGES. 

The advantages which the colouiee derive 
from their connection with tho Mother 
Country are clearly sot forth in tho follow- 
ing article from tho .Montreal Stur : — 

" While wo aro five millions of C'lnadiana 
to-day, wo have tho ports, tho navigation 
facilities, tho tnineral rcaources, tho agricul- 
tural lands, tbo extensive liaheriea, the tim- 
ber leaourcea for employing and suatiiaing 
a population of fifty milliona. Tho main 
thing needed for tho "ucceseful upbuilding 
of Canada ia tbo opportunity fur peaceful 
improvement and development. We muat 
have peace. \Vo muat have security. Wo 
cannot affovd to keep up a standing army. 
The maintenance of a fleet ia beyood our 
prevent ability, although we have the greater 
part of a million tons of ocean going ship- 
ping floating on all oceans and seas. Great 
Britain, at the expense of her own tax- 
payers, relieves us of these costly safe- 
gnards. Her ironclads, her cruisers and her 
arsenals are as much for tho protection of 
Canada as British shipping. Tho money 
which she spends on an army and navy and 
fortiQcitions for the mutual benefit of all 
portions of the empire, wo expend in build- 
ing railways and canals, exploring remote dis- 
tricts, subsidizing stuaniahipa, promoting 
commerce, extending post office faoilitieB 
ond in other works for tho internal develop- 
ment of tho country. Tho mighty pro- 
tooting arm of the empire enables us to do 
thie. With that withdrawn, wo would be 
subject to war'a alarms ; the peaooful 
development of the country would bo con- 
stantly interrupted, the treasury would be 
drained for naval and military expenditure,"

Caius Julius Ctesir, tho greatest man the 
world has ever seen and the most famous 
Roman warrior — the originator of the clas 
sical sentence Veni.vidi vici !" — descended 
from the oldest patrician family In tho olden 
state. His family claimed lulus, tho eon of 
the Trojin Aeneas, as its founder. Cii iar 
was born July 12, in the year 100 B C. He 
led his troops to more victories than any 
other great military leader before or after 
him. But Ciesar was also a groat politici»n, 
and occupied many high positions of public 
trust until ho finally was chosen dictator of 
tho Roman republic. C;i:Jar's brilliant 
career and his many victories on tho fields 
of battle brought him many enemies. Dur- 
ing tho year 4S B.C. — four years bef jro his 
murder — his person was declared sacred, 
and even divine ; hii statue tvas placed in 
the temples, hia portrait was struck on the 
coins. The month Quictlllls was called 
Julius (modern July) in his honor. Sixty 
aristocrats, mostly senators, and among 
them Brutus and Cassius, entered in the 
year 44 B C a conspiracy against Ctesar, 
and in the midst of vast designs the dictator 
was atraok down by tho daggers of twenty- 
three senators and fell, a corpse, at the foot 
of the column of Pompejus. This picturo of 
U. Rochegrosse, a famous painter of bis- 
torical tubjiots, born at Versailles, in 
^'runce, immortalizes the very moment in 
which the greatest of great men of all times 
suoonmbed to the treacherous attack of bis 
envious contemporaries in the Roman senate 
chjtiibpr. At the foot ot tho column of 
!'oni|)i juH we bum tiie proit rate form of C.-- 'ur 
under tho feet of bis eucmieu, those while- 
rnhed iufuriatod Benatora, carryinH daggi^rs 
in llioir bauds, stained by the hloorl of their 
auperior.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL BOARD. 



Tho System of Mauaijenieut Uiider 
DiscnssiOQ aud Committee of In- 
quiry Appointed. 

An Appreciative Letter— Necossity tor 
Retrenchment— Tenders Keceived 
for Snpplies. 



The Jubilee Hospital board met last 
evening, the president, Mr. Joshua Davies, 
in the chair, and there being also present 
Messrs. J. S. Yates, Thos. Shotbolt, John 
Bradon, D. M. Eberts, I. Braverman, Alex. 
Wileon, F, B. Pemberton, W, H. KIlis, J. 
L. Crimp, H. D, Belmcken, Geo, Brown, 
Chas. Hayward, W, M, Chudley, treasurer, 
and H. M. Yates, secretary. 

A letter from Thos. Shaw, of 6 James 
street, James Bay, making suggestions as 
to the raising of produco on tho hospital 
grounds, and tho taking up of Saturday 
collections by ladies on tho street corners, 
was read and referred to committee, tho 
secretary beinginstructcd tothankMr.Shuw. 

A letter from Mr. Clive Phillippa- 
Wolley was read, expressing his apprecia- 
tion and that of Mrs. Wolley, of the ex- 
ceeding kindness and care shown her dur- 
ing her recent illness in the hospital. 
The secretary was requested to thank Mr. 
Wolley for the kind manner in whioh he 
had written of the hospital in his letter. 

The Treasurer presented an estimate of 
receipts and expenditures, on the present 
basis of hospital affairs, from which it ap- 
peared that while the expenses would be 
about $'_'.5,(X)0 the revenue in sight is but 
519,000 for the current year. 

Mr, Haywurd said that while contribu- 
tions from citizoni would make up 52,000 or 
§3,000 of tho dilleronco between these 
amounts, tht. deficiency which still would 
remain should be provided against by re- 
ducing the OTpensos of tho institution. 

Tho Treasurer's statement was laid on the 
table for further diacuaaion. 

Mr. Helmcken moved, seconded by Mr. 
Yatoa : "That it ahoU be the duty of the 
President for the year to prepare tho annual 
report for presentation at tho annual meet- 
ing of subscribers." The mover explained 
that his idea was limply to fix tho responsi- 
bility for the presontation of the report. 

Mr. Hayward thought that as the board 
has a paid secretary the duty referred to 
should not be thrust upon the honorary 
president. 

After a little discussion the resolution 
was carried, 

Mr. Hayward moved, seoonded by Mr. 
Shotbolt, "That in the opinion of this 
board it is desirable that the business of the 
hospital should be as far as praotioable man- 
aged by small standing oommittees, and 
that a special committee be named for the 
purpoae of drafting a by-law tc that cilect." 
Tho mover thought this plan would eaar tho 
momborH generally of a great deal of work, 
and make the line of manjgoment tnore con- 
tinuoua. 

A general diacuaaion upon tho resolution 
took place, it l)eing contended by Mr. Wil- 
son and Mr. Vatea on ono hand that the ays- 
teni heretofore followed of dealing with 
everything throut;h t.lie board aa a whole is 
llic proiior one; und on the other hand, by 
tho mover and .\Ir. I'Mlin, that that syatom 
is too cumberaomo aud apt to rtcult in 
loosoneas. Tho Chairman, in cnncluHion, 
aaid ho did not aeo anything in the resolu- 
tion which should not meet with tho ap- 
proval of tho board. 

Tho resolution being put, and a show of 
hands being called for, it was declared lost, 
tho ayes being MoEsrs. Ellis, Crimp, Hay- 
ward, Shotbtilt, Pemberlon and liraden (C),

Good Work. 



The Spokane Chronicle ot the 27th in 
■tant has tho following in rcpard t o I ho 
recent diaooveriea at Houndary Craek, B C. : 

" The iineat oolleotioa of agsortod ores 
that hBa been lef b at tli» Mining Exohaogo 
for many months is attraotinf; the atten- 
tion of visitors to-day. It comes from 
Boundary Creek, and was brought in by E. 
1'. Siiydam, aa exporionccd mining man, 
who htts boon making a tour of tliiit ciia- 
triot. Ho deckrca tliat the woaltli of that 
great district ia still unappreciated aud al- 
most unknown. 

" ' Take Ihn Coppor camp, for example,' 
said Mr. Suydam. ' Horu uro lodges lifty 
foot wide carrying oro all tho way. What 
other district can show suoh roaouroes unde- 
veloped '! Tho Ddrtdffood, Greenwood and 
Summit camps also can show ledgea ranging 
from ten to forty and (itty foeD in width. 
In Atwood's and Douglas camps there is 
gold and itt White's camp gold mixed with 
high grade silver, the lodges varying from 
six inches to eighteen feet in width. Then 
there ia the Skylark group of silver and 
gold, including the Skylark mine wliicli lu 
now fchipping ore. 

"Anew camp has now been lociled be- 
tween the Skylark and Boundary F.iia 
Tho principal properties arc tho Holeu .»iut 
Capital Pnzo. An assay by L'suiua, of Spo. 
k'lnn, showH eighty-four ounces of silver and 
5G0 in gold. Walters' assay shows eighty- 
two ounces of silver and $20S in gold, ond 
Gibbs, of Boundaiy, reports 112 ounces of 
silver and $244 in eold. AH of these are 
from the Helsn. A surfaoe sample from 
the Capital Prize shows 62^, ounces of silver 
and in gold. 

" 'A test of seventy-five assays from all 
parts of the distriot, leaving out some of 
the high grade samples, has been made by 
Assayer Gibbs of Boaudary. The average 
was $15 43 in gold besides silver and copper. 
And yet the people of Spokane are not pay- 
ing any attention to this distriot, don't 
realize what is there and don't appear to 
oare. I think they ooght to send a man up 
to investigato and see what they can do to 
help develop that country and hold tlui 
great trade that it is bound to have in tho 
near future. Our Cinadian neighbors are 
already beginning to reach out after it.'" 

And " the Canadian neiglibora " do not 
propoea that the wealth of this rich aootion 
shall be diverted into American pockets. 
What is most rctjuired is a good wagon road, 
by which supplies can be brought in cheaply 
and quickly and the ore brought to market 
with equal facility. This work the govern 
ment undertook some time ago, and now tho 
road is completed from Pontioton as far as 
('imp McKinney, and fifiy or sixty men are 
kept con'inuously employed pushing the 
conatruclion tn completion. 

The road will be completed by September, 
and will make this entire country of wealth 
tributary to the S. & O and C. P. rail- 
ways. Tho road crosfos two mountain 
ranges between the head of Okanogan lake 
and Grand Prairie, and will be, with the ex- 
ception of a .'10-mile stretch between Mission 
Valley and Pentioton, a oontinuous good 
road, 250 miles long, to Cache creek, where 
it joins the main road to Westminster.

Ami Wiikhk.\,-< tlie Municipal Council ot 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria Ima 
purchased certain lands ricljoinlng and lyinj,' to 
Llic west of Roaa Bay Cemetery, being Sect iona 
{kod 8U, Fairflold Farm Katato, Victoria 
City, f Ot 9Si!!9t9rr purposes, under the powers 
conferred by the municipal Act, 1892, and 
amendments thereto; 

A.M) WlliatKAS the C'ouhcilof thoaaidCor 
poration has acquired certain other laud ad 
Joining and lying to the east ot Robs Bay C«m 
ctory aforesaid, being Lot 9, Division i, of 8cc 
tion xix, Victoria District, now Victoria City, 
containing ii,82 acres mora or less,- for cemetery 
purposes, as an addition to biac portion of Rosa 
Bay Cemetery now held by tho Church of Kng 
land butsubleot to tho provisions of tho Com 
otory Ordtnanco Amendment Act, 1879.

known as the Ross Bay Cemetery land horo' 
af cer and for the purposes of this By-law, bo 
known as the " Rosa Bay Cemetery." 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of the 
City ot Victoria eaaots'as follows: 

1. The Roes Bay Cemetery By-law, 1870, is 
hereby repealed and the followring By-Uw sub- 
stituted therefor. 

2. Tho land formerly ojJled or known as the 
Ross Bay Corootory land together with the 
additional lands adjacent thereto which; bavo 
been acquired by the OorporaUon of tho City of 
Victoria for cemetery purposes as herqinbeforo 
reoltcd, shall hereafter and for tbe purposes of 
this By-law, bo called or known as " Tho Ross 
Bay Cemetery-" 

3. The words "Cemetery," "Committee," 



"Secretary" and "Carotikor" herein shall 
mom and refer to tho StandiogCeraotery Com- 
mittee-, tho Secretary and tho Caretaker ot tbe 
Cemetery rpBpcctively, for tho llmo being, 
appointed by tho Council ot tho Corporation ot 
thoCily of Victoria. 

Tho term "holder" of a lot or lots shall In- 
clude andlmean any person or p'rsons, society 
or corporation to whom a lloeneo or licenses 
to use the same for burial purposes has or have 
been granted inaocordanoe with the provisions' 
of this by-law. 

LOTH . 

1. The Corpoi-nlion of tlio City of Victoria 
will urant to any person or poriJona paying llio 
tees therofur, according to tho tcalo of foea 
hcreinaftor provided for (in aootion 42 of thia 
by-law), a lioenao for the oxclualvo use by him 
her, or them, or hia, her or Ihoir cxocutora or 
admlnlBtratora, o" any lot or lota which may bo 
vacant and uuliconaod In tho aaid Itoaa Bay 
Cemetery (except those contained In tho per* 
tlons of the said Cemetery known ns blocks A 
B. C. D. & H. shown oji the plans filed in tho 
otBce of the Secretary) and upon payment of 
tbo said fees, suoh person or persons shall bo 
entitled to reoelva a liconao In tho form "A" 
attached to this by-law. 

5. Tho lioenao referred to In tho luat preced- 
ing section sliall bo subject to the foUowlnij 
regulations, as it embodied Iherein in full, and 
to tho regulations coatnincd in this By-la «r ( .r 
any other that may be passed by. tbe Council 
from time to tinic),whlch said rognlations shall 
apply tn every por lou ot tho Cemetery, unleaa 
olherwiao provided. 

(A ) No person shall be granted a license in 
reapcct to more th m six contlKUoua lota, three 
only I f wliich hhall abut upon any gravel road. 
Tho hixo ot lot ahall bo foar tout by eight 
foot. 

(II.) No lot shall be used for any other 
purpoeo than as a burial place for tho dead ; 
and iio treoi within tho l it shall be planted, 
removed, cut down or doitroyed, without the 
consent of tho Caretaker. 

((■ ) Tho holder uf any lot or iota shall not 
allow intormonts to bo made therein for re- 
muneration, nor transfer or dispose ot thesanie 
except as hereinafter provided. 

(D ) The holder of any lot or lots shall bavo 
the riniit to endose same and to ereot pro- 
per atones, monnmonta, or sopulchral struc- 
tures thereon, and cultivate trees, Ehruba or 
plants to adorn same, but only in accordance 
with tho rules iind rcgulationa of tho Ceme- 
lory. 

(K.l If any trees or ahiubs shall by nioana of 
their roots, brancli-.'s or othorwlac, hecomo de- 
trimental to tho adjacout lots or roiuls, or un- 
siKhlly, or Inconvenient to passengers. It ahall 
bo tbo duty ot tho Caretaker and ho shall have 
tho rightunder directions fr.m the Cemetory 
Committee to remove such trees as aro thus 
diitrimontnl, unsightly, or Inconvenient. 

(f.) If any monument, enclosure or any 
atruoturo whatever, or any inscription bo 
placed in or upon any lot, wbioh shall be deter- 
mined by tho Cemetery Committee improper 
or injurious to the appearance of the surround- 
ing lotii, the sold Committee, or the Caretaker, 
acting under their Instructions, shall have the 
right and It shall be his duty. If instructed by 
the Committee, to enter upon such lot and re- 
niovoiheeold oiTcnslveor Improper ohjccl or 
objects. 

TliANSKKK OF I.OTrf. 

C. If tho holder of any lot or lota in any por- 
tion of tho Cemetery other than in Iho blocks 
known as Blocks A B C U and H, shall, at any

Pro- 
vided, howevo', thot this tulo ahall not apply 
to any work of improvement allowed, or to tho 
funeral riles of Chleoaofor which permission 
haa first boon obtained from the Secretary, 
who shall issue a potmlt In suoh case, and 
charge therefor, a fee of one dollar in each case. 

87. No person shall wrongfully remove or dis- 
turb, or attempt to remove or dialurb any body,, 
or tbo remains ot any body, or any part ot any 
body from any grave or tomb. 

88. Any person who wilfully destroys, muti- 
lates, defaoes, Injures or romovea any tomb, 
monument,' grave stoue, or other structure 
placed in thoCemotery, orauy work fortho pro- 
tection or ornament of the Comotery,or of any 
tomb, monument, graveatone er otberstruotura 
aforesaid or lot within tho Cemetery, ur wil- 
fully destroys, cuts, breaks or Injures any troo. 
shrub or plant, or plays at any game or jport, 
or discbargoa firearms (save at a military 
funeral), or who wilfully and unlawfully dia- 
turba poisons aaaomblod for tho purpose ot 
burying a body therein, or v/ho oommlcs a 
nuieancc, or at any time behaves In an ludeoent 
and unaeemly manner, or deposits any rubbish 
or ofTonsIve matter or thing in the cemetery.or 
in any way vloUtes any grave, tomb, tomb- 
atone, vault or other structure within tho 
aamo, ahall bo aubjoct to tbo penaltita ot this 
By-law. 

89. Any person convicted of a breach of any 
of the provUlona of this By law shall forfeit 
and pay, at tho dlsorolloo of the convicting 
magistrate, a penalty not oxoeeding tho sum of 
fifty dollars for each olTonce, exoUslve of 
coat", and In defoult Of payment of tho said 
penalty and costs forthwith, the said penalty 
and costs, or costs only, may be levied by dis- 
tress and sale of the goods and chattels of the 
offender, and in case of there being no di-streaa 
found out of which auch penalty can by lovicKi, 
tho convicting magistrate may conunlt the 
oll'ender to tho common jail at the City of Vic 
toria, with or without hard labor, for any 
period not exceeding si.v calond^r montha, un- 
less the said penalty and costs bo sooner paid.

jUETTY a.s n pio- 
Um'.V ' ^vo oftuii lioav 
ontluisiiiRf ic jjorsons 
exclaim iit sight of a 
fair landscapo or a beautiful face. Tho 
'Spcalcor's genuine appreciation, then, is 
evidently for plotures rather tluui for 
tho actual things 'whioh tho pictures 
lucre nr less tnitlifully roijre.sent, and 
liis (■oinplinient to iiuturo i.s in conso- 
quwico lamsiitably loft handed. But ua- 
taro can stand it well euongb, and tlie 
sentiment nnderlyiug such a sponta- 
neous (ixprcssion is very luiinau and nat- 
ural. Tli'TO iH indeed almost iuvaTiubly 
an hi:-tinetivo justice behind Hocial tra- 
ditions and popular pn^judicoH. In this 
case th<,' fact is that tho ijicturo is u sim- 
plified adaptation of nature to the gen- 
eral comprehension. In a sncoessfnl pic- 
ture much is mado of tho salient fea- 
tures wliicli pleasantly strike tho eye, 
and cvcryrhiiiK elsu is eliminated, for 
tho sight, lilco tho other senso.s, and like 
the heart itself, hasitsownpredileotions 
and antipathies, whioh it suhtly imposes 
upon tho reason. It is tho discriminat- 
ing selection and adjustment of tlicse 
outw;ird aflinities, then, that constitute 
tho main function of art. And social ar- 
tificiality is simply art applied to ethics, 
to the minor morals and manners of ev- 
oi-yday life; hence tho unanimous pref- 
erence of mankind, particularly women 
— of conrso, as tho old phrase has it, man- 
kind embraee.s women — for tho suave 
conventionalities of art over the crude 
verities of nature. It was easy to aco 
that Alphonso Earr had heen a philoso- 
plier hcforo ho turned florist when ho 
said, "Few women love flowers, but all 
are fond of bouquets. ' ' 

Flowers themselves are highly sus- 
ceptihlo to tho ameliorating Inflnoncos 
of artifirialitj-. Compare tho wild flow- 
ers with the cultivated exotic or oven 
with tJjo favorites of tho garden and 
see how .splendidly nature acknowl- 
edges, with what richne.'s of bloom and 
incenpo of odor, tho ministering atten- 
tions of art. How immeasnrably the ex- 
quisite Parma violet surpasses the 
modc-t do;^tooth of tho wood! While 
that dainty wild rose, tlio eglantine, 
when called by some other name — 
Jacqnemi&ot, for example, \nth a fine; 
pedigree of artificiality behind it — real- 
ly dues smell far sweeter. This, of 
course, is no dispara.^'emeut to the dewy 
ej^hintinp, which is charming in its na- 
tive wilds. All I claim is that the coni- 
pari;;on i i rtainly does not slight the 
queenly Jacqne. 

So the rule runs all the way up to 
men and women. High bred is hi.i,'h val- 
ued everywhere. War has repeatedly 
ilemonstrated that the city man — ho of 
the nervous tension and artificial life — 
has better soldier staff in him than the 
homy handed patriot fresh from the 
plow. 

X:\furo lays tho foundation of all 
beauty, moral and physical, but she 
does not, bestow tho cachet of distinc- 
tion. A Parisian grando damo once said 
in my hearing to Mrs. C. , a fair Amer- 
ican who prided herself upon that won- 
drous lily and roso comi)loxiou whicli 
the lato Horace Greeley bequeathed to 
all his daughters: "But, my dear, you 
sliould use powder. Not that you need 
it for beauty's sake or to make your 
fikin waiter — no! — ^bnt it softens the 
eclat of color and takes away the shine. 
All tho dill'erenco between a dairymaid 
and a duchess!" 

Civilized life at this present stage of 
tho comedy is as full of intricately in- 
terwov<'n artiiicialitics as a ban'j note 
is of f-iLken threads and libers. Paradox- 
ically speaking, these assure its genu- 
inenes.'-. From tho most trivial affecta- 
tions of speech and personal adornmout 
to tho awfulest concerns of life, deatli 
and the hereafter wo i)rof,'ress through 
such a series of disecjverius of tilings be- 
ing not at all what they Beom that we 
may well ponder over B(>rkoloy's theory 
of the unsubstantiality of the universe. 
Form and fact bear aboat the s^e re- 
lation to each other a.s the lines in a 
perspective drawing do to those of ma- 
terial objects. 

Why, then, rail at artificialitie.s or 
vanities, as they are called in tho case 
of most women, or hypocrisies or foi- 
bles, in tlin case of some men? For peo- 
ple, particularly writing and lectm-ing 
I)eoplo, o-' both sexes, do rail at them 
(•onstantly, though u.nproiitably enotigli 
unless in a jjecuniar}' sonsa Host of 
these take their cue from Carlyle, of 
whom R. n. Hutton significantly re- 
marks in a recent essay that ho was for- 
ever fulminating in righteous wrath 
against sliaiiis, but never became enthn- 
Biastio over any truth. 

After all, the main motlTO of tho thou- 
Band and ono amiable little deceptions 
practiced by everybody except the unco 
guid is to pliiase ns — to please, or at 
least to avoid displeasing, thoonlooking 
world. Is the wearing of a wig more 
immoral than a public display of nude 
cranium in tho front piquet of a thea- 
ter? Wlio will maintain that astayless, 
Hlnipeles.s woman receives or deservos 
more deferencu in public than ono who 
has tftstofully mado good the defloiuu- 
cies of nature^ while kt the same tltaie 



acccntnating her really good points? 
Can I in my heart caro less for tho 
worldling wlio breezily inquires after 
my health here than for the saintly per- 
son who preaclu'.i to m(( about my hero- 
after? This nnainds me of a littlo dam- 
sel I know who is always making de- 
lightful "breaks, " and will) once iiwiuir- 
eii, "iVIother, wliat jiart of heaven do 
people go to wlio an; good, but not agree- 
able?" 

Keeping up appearances is surely an 
excnsabio affcctution. It is on the side 

of setting a good oxainplo. What good 
men conceal is not their virtues, while 
bad men pay virtue (hi^ compliment at 
least of disguising themselves in her 
outward semblance. Assume a virtue if 
yon have it not. Doubtless it is best, on 
tho whole, that a public career should so 
frequently iihow of tho person who has 
lived it, like his epitaph, after deatli, 

wIkiI, hi! w:u-., l>iit wli.it lii! kIkhiIiI luivo 
bix-n. 

The gulf between tho apparent and 
the actual is not so impossibly wide. 
To ho something and to appear it are 

indeed two ([uito different matters, yet 
in our time the latter is often the Stop- 
ping stono to tlie former. 

Lovo itself is a gorgeous fabric of ar- 
tificialities. Home philosophers have 
undertaken to prove to us that modern 
rcunantic love is entindy a product of 
latter day u'sthetics, developed from the 
fantastic chivalry of tho middle ages. 
Certainly tho pa.ssion portrayed in the 
epics and odes of antiquity, though he- 
roic enough, is far grosser, more sinis- 
ter and more material than tho exqui- 
site sentiment, the 'iove that is passion's 
essence," in liousseau, for example, or 
the line, fervid exaltation of Tennyson. 
No; hive in our era is, ns compared 
with the classic days of old, far more 
delicate, far more spiritual and far more 
artificial. Today the adorer beholds the 
adored ono (Micircled with such a nim- 
bus of ideality as can only be approach- 
ed by a somewhat kindnMl jierfection; 
honco a studious concealment of de- 
fects, a sudden bourgeoning out of qual- 
ities, a general putting on of grace. 
And, on tho other side, the adored ono 
is probably making equally stri>nuons 
elYorts to ap])ear in a favorable, oven 
thougli artiticiul, light. Thus we SCO 
artificiality in its noblest aspect — that 
of a striving after the ideal. 

But are not sucli ideals predestined 
to disillusion and disaiipoinlmoiit? Dis- 
illusion, no doubt. But why bo ungi-ate- 
ful? Why expect too much? Tlie denoue- 
ment of a happy dream is necessarily the 
awakening, yet I fancy all will admit 
that in such case 'tis bettor to have so 
dreamed and weakned than never to 
have dreamed at all or than to have 
had bad dreams. Lovo is tho dream, 
marriage the waking. Quite pertinently 
docs Byron ask: 

Tliink you if Lioirn Imd tioen IVtrnrnli'H wife 
lie would linvH wriUim somiols all Ills life? 

Of cinirse not. There was something 
palpably artiJieial aliout Petrarch's well 
sung devotion to the lovely Provencal. 
But the world is agreed that this im- 
mortal fanta^ was worth quite as much 
as the solid reality possessed by Laura's 
Inisljand. M. de Sade, who was a com- 
monplace and rather morose bourgeois 
01 Avignon. 

What is duty? That which we exact 
of others, wittily answers Dumas flls. 
Well, one of the things we are moat 
certain to exact of others is good man- 
ners. ( tood luauners, like charity, should 
begin at home. Wo must set a good ex- 
ainphi in this respect, especially wo wo- 
men, whose prerogative of administer- 
ing the unwritten laws in polite society 
and in matters of taste 1 believe even 
our most churlisli critics have not as 
yet challenged. The five talents of wo- 
man, according to Ruskiu, are those 
which enable her, first, to pleaso people; 
second, to feed them in dainty ways; 
third, to clothe them; fourth, to keep 
them orderly, and, fifth, to teach them. 
Pray, how is she to fulfill all or any of 
those duties if yon deny her tho right to 
exercise her supromo talent, tho one 
which inspires all tho rest, her talent 
for artificiality, for the arts of affectation 
and dissimulation? Virtue itself fails 
to pleaso unless it bo clotluid in gentle- 
ness and grace, and. as Miss Kdgeworth 
has told us, even vice losi'S lialf its evil 
by losing all its grossness. 

On tho ina'^culiue side take tho Due 
de Morny's succinct illustration of po- 
liteness. "A polite person," he. declar- 
ed, "is one who listens ^vith interest to 
things he knows all about when they 
nro discussed by a jierson who knows 
nothing about Clu iii. " Then the i)olite- 
ni'sn of the man of the world, ^\ hi(•ll in 
truth stands for our moderu chivalry, 
is obviously incompatible with out- 
spoken unartiflciality. 

In tho matter of hosjiitality this ques- 
tion t(jui'hes us vci-y nearly. Did you 
ever fe(d Tour heart warm to the win- 
ning effusion of a southern wtdconn! 
and half unc inseiously contrast it with 
the glacial "sineerily" (jf the rece])tion 
you got when you (irst pn^sented your- 
self as a str.'iiigrr somewhere in ICng- 
l.'ind, for iiistaiii'e? Not lint that the 
Knglish hos]utaliiy was true hearted 
and genuine, but, alas! il \v:\h masked 
in that stony British formality which 
as a matter of fact is (luile as preposter- 
ous an affectatifjU as the sujierficial ex- 
travag:ince with which all Anglo Sax- 
ons reproach all Latins. If you desiro 
really to appreciate them both, to enjoy 
your visit for all it is worth, yon must 
ni'ver dream of taking either one or tho 
other of them literally at his word. 

Let us deprecato so far as wo can the 
conventional tirades against convention- 
ality, against artificialitj". If by force 
of re;)etition th(>y end by almost jier- 
suading us ag.'iinst our own coiiscien(.'(>, 
wo can take refuge in the sterling max- 
im of Amiel that human kindness is tho 
first princljihs of tact, and respect for 
others' feelings the primary couditiou 
of s:ivoir vivre.

Appareiitly Captain Dunlevy'a art ia.bbat 
whiuh Blobelieu olalroed for himieU— jaa- 
tiue. There baa never been any reasoa to 
doubt that an honest pulioe tllluiul with 
trustworthy men under him could pruuti- 
oally brook up Chineso gimbling houaoa 
n.nd lotteries. Rsoont ii^veatigitiona have 
shown why this law breaking has been able 
to fbiiriBh so loiiu, Too many of the polico 
have been bhiokmailcrH ruthor than guar- 
dians ol tho peace. Now that ono captain 
on tho force bus given the public Bomu idea 
of what may be acconipliohod by honest and 
vigilant work, tho people will hereafter hold 
the polico department responaiblfi for main- 
taining fiouiu moaauroof order in Chinatown. 
It can no longer ho pleaded in mit'gition 
that tho evil is beyond police control.

Those 
who do not know him, and whose opinions 
and judgment were so easily warped by do- 
slguing opponents, have already expresaod 
their regret at the oourae events have 
taken in the oonstituonoy. Mr. Vernon, 
since election day, has raised himself im- 
mensely in the esteem of tho peoplo by the 
manner in which he conducted himself be- 
fore and sinco polling day.
